London, Nov. 27. — lu tho Irial of 
Hoary ivnd TUomiia Wfiiinviiglit, for 
the murder ef Harriet Limo.iu WLite- 
ohapol road, last year, the ^prosecu- 
tion closed to-day.

PAni8,.N6v. 27.— The "Journal Of- 
ficiale" s'ays the Governor of Paris, 
after consultation with the oounoil of 
niiuiHltn-H, has resolved to prevent all 
meetingH of a character to excito dis- 
orders. This is evidently aimed at 
Paul do Cassagnac's recent Bonapar- 
tist speech at Belleville and a radical 
cortilter "de'toOBBtration noworganizin<,' 
here. 

London-, Nov. 27. — A dispatch from 
Paris to tlie "Morninrj Echo" HayK 
the announcement of the aalo of canal 
shaves to tho British government 
caused a c;roat sensation in Suez. Tlic 
Paris "Moniteur" says there 's no 
longer any doubt that England has an 
eye on Egypt, and'Le Temps' doclaros 
the purchase gives England virtual 
sovereignty of that country. 

LoNDoK, Nov. 27. — A special from 
Berlin to tho "Times" states that tho 
negotiatiouH between Austria and 
Kuasia respecting the reforms recom- 
mended to Turkey have failed to pro- 
duce any result, and are practically 
abandoned. 

Aspeeial from Odessa to tho'Tiines' 
assorts that the battle at Riva really 
resulted in a poaitiViB defeat of the 
Turks, who, in their ofScial dispatches 
of the 27th, claimed that they routed 
the insurgeiits. 

London, Nov. 27. — Tho "News" 
gives prominence to tho statemeut 
that it is intended that a person in the 
con^ence ^Qf.the. gpvernineDt shall 
proceed to Egypt to e'xnmino the 
finances. No definite selection is 
made. 

The "Times" announces that at a 
meeting yesterday of tlie bond holders 
and others interested in Liberia it was 
reiijslved that a deputation wait on U. 
S. 'Minister Schenck and Earl Derby 
to obtain their aid in protecting that 
republic in the present crisis. 

.London, Nov. 27.— There is reason 
to believe Parliament trill meet on the 
14th of Deo. to discuss the purchase 
by the government of the Khedive'ii 
shares in the Suez canal. 

Pakis, Not. 27.- Eugene Schneider, 
a French statcBmaD , $^n&. jnecbanical 
engineer, is dead. 

Paws, Nov. 27. — The Khedive of 
Egypt -offered the shares of Suez fcanal 
stock for sale to ITrauco previous to 
their purchatip by Enphind. Minister 
DeCassaa wanted tc except th« oiler 
of His Highness, but' the Bank ot 
France made Some difficulties and the 
opportunity was lost. Mutual recrim- 
inations arc now intercliangod among 
French officials. The Marquis Plonec 
is specially blamed in the matter of 
the failure. 

The "Times" in its leading article 
states that other powers were !iot 
notified before the purchase uf the 
Suez shares, because there was no 
time for notification and because the: 
powers had no right to protest in such 
a case. 

MiDRin, Nov. 28. — A grand rece]i- 
tion was given at tho royal palac(i to- 
day, on the occasion of tho King s 
18th birthday and his coming tu hi^^ 
majority. Assurances were again 
given that he "ffill take hold in person, 
but they are doubted. Reports of ad- 
ditional American complications are 
denied. 

MADnin, Nov. 2G.- It has been as- 
certained Irom ofliciul sources tiiiit 
negotiations between Spain and tho 
United States are proceeding favor- 
ably. Rumors spread by nowspiipers 
that difficulties havo arisen aro abs-o- 
lutely incorrect. Tho relations be- 
tween the two countries may bo re- 
garded as excellent. 

.7 A. M. — A special of the "Daily 
Telegram" from Madrid says Mr, 
Laird, tho minister, while recently 
traversing Bilboa, r'<fus(!rl to receive a 
viHit frotii Gencsral Burnel, tho l)uteh- 
or of Santiago de Cuba, who i.s caj)- 
\dia general of the province. It is 
reported that the Spanish mini.ster of 
state hatt remonstrated with Mr. Laird 
for his action in tliis matter. 

London, Nov. 2<j.— A sjiocial to the 
"Daily Tohigrapb" from Paris states 
that in Spanish reply to tho Washing- 
ton government nothing is conceded 
to tbe'United States except that the 
accused may invoke tho aid of counsel 
before a court-martial in Cuba.

Ni:w York, Nov. 30. — News to Oct. 

2l8t has been received from Liberia, 
including an account of tho battle of 
the 10th of October. The following is 
synopsis of a letter from ]\Ioiirovia, to 
the .Secretary of the Colouization So- 
ciety here: All tho inland settlements 
have been abandoned, and the inhab- 
itants are at Latrobe. The greater 
portion of them have lost all their 
property. On tho lOlh inst. our troops 
made fui attack ou a largo na- 
tive town which is iu sight of Harper, 
and wore repulsed aud retreated in 
good order, several being killed aud 
wounded, leaving in tho bauds of the 
enemy their brass held pieces, with all 
their ammunition, which wi.'ro turned 
ou Latrobe. The troops will not likely 
renew the attack without cannon, and 
the Government is nnnblo to maintain 
so large a force for any length of time. 
For them to leave, would bo for the 
enemy to overrun tho country. Tho 
native combination is both wide and 
deep, extending from Bassa, 40 miles 
below Cape Palmas, between Grande 
Tabos and Berreby to the windward 
of tho Greto territories. Tho treasury 
is empty and tho public creilit is well 
nigh exhauslod. It is said that Eng- 
lish iulUience has been active in insti- 
gating the natives of Capo Palmas, and 
that the arrival of every English steam- 
er from down the coast brinss to the 
enemy quantities of ammunition and 
guns.

dents of tho Colony of British Columbia, 
many of us British subjects.and all diaep-'- 
ly iutci-ested in tho welfare and progress 
of onr ndo[ited country. 

That tho.io that aro British subjects are 
ricuotrated with the most profound foalr . 
iugs of loyalty ai^d devotion to HorJtfa- 
jesty and-Her Majesty's Go vernment.^nd 
that all entertain for Her feelings of the 
greatest rospeot, as well , as attachment to 
tho oountry. 

That while wa thus indulgo such feel- 
ings, wo aro constrained by the duty wo 
owe to ourselves aud himilios, in view of 
tho fioiitmnplated sov(>rauoo of tho politi- 
cal ties which nnil:o this Colony to the

That we are instigated by every senti- 
ment of loyalty to Her Majesty, by our 
attachment to tho laws and institutions 
of Great Britain, nnd our deep interest! 
in the prosperity of our adopted country 
to oxjiress our opposition to a severanoa 
from England and a confederation with 
Canada. Wo admit tho Dominion may 
be aggrandized by cpnfed6r»>tioDi but wo ; 
can seo no.,.'benefiti 'eitb^i*^jpreseDt or 
future, which can aocure to us there- 
from. , . . 

That wo desire a market for our coal, 
our lumber and our flsh.and this the Do- 
minion seeks for tbe'.same-'prodne^'off&i^'T 
own soil; she can take nothing 'from^ua 
and supply us nothitig in returns. 

That donfederatingLtbisr! iitftiiay 'witbi 
Canada may relieve the Mother Country 
of the trouble arid exponao of fostering 
and jirotecting tills isolated distant Col- 
ony ,hnt it cannot free us from our long 
enduring depression, owing to tho lack 
of population as aforesaid, aud the, con- 
tinued want of home markets forour pro- 
duce. .
